DATE and LOCALITY: 

Oct. 24, 1955 Adult femals 2 (Holotype and paratype) 

Aug. 19, 1954 Some unadult males and females. 

Buttsu-ji, Takasaka-raura, Toyota-gun, Hiroshima Pref. 

MEASUREMENTS: 

Total length 2.3mm 

Abdomen 1.35mm 

DESCRIPTION: 

Carapace oval and arched highest behind the ocular area, the head broad 
and projecting forward, pale yellow in base color with black margin ; a large 
pentagonal blackish mark behind the head, broad lines on the cervical and radial 
grooves seen in life, but indistinct in alcohol. Longitudinal median furrow very 
narrow and dark. 

Eyes six, lacking anterior median eyes, and arranged in two triads, all pale. 
Anterior lateral eyes separated from each other by the full diameter, contiguous 
with posterior lateral eyes of the same size. The row of posterior eyes procu- 
rved. Posterior median eyes separated from each other by their diameter and 
from the posterior lateral eyes by a half of its. Clypeus from one and a half to 
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twice the diameter of lateral eyes in height. 

Chelicerae dark colored, of normal snape, moderate size, anterior margin of 
furrow with 3 or more minute teeth and with a row of long hair; posterior 
margin with 5 small teeth. Endit^s pear-shaped, with the scopulae on the pale 
distal margin, and with long hair at the outer margin. Labium broad trapezoid 
shaped, half as long as the length of the endite, with a scopulae, and a pair of 
long bristles at the white tip of labium. 

Sternum pale yellow with no pattern, heart shaped, somewhat longer than the 
width, separating the 4th coxae with its end. 

Palpus with 3 small claw. Legs and palpi dark yellow with no pattern. 
Legs robust and armed with several bristles. The length of calamistrum half 
of 4th metatarsus. Each metatarsus and tarsus provided with a trichobothrium 
and each tibia with several. 

Abdomen oval, covered with gray hair, and pale yellow ; the dorsum with 
many procurved slender stripes consisting of small black spots, extend to sides, 
but not on the cardiac area, and inconspicuous on the venter. Semicircular, pro¬ 
tuberant epigynum brown. Cribellum undivided. Spinnerets six, medians very 
small. 

These spiders live under the stone. 

REMARKS: 

Present species allied to Scotolathys pallidus (Marx) and S. maculatus (Ba¬ 
nks) described in U. S. A., but it is distiguished from these species by the size 
of the body, the structure of the epigynum, the length of the calamistrum, and 
the stripes on the abdomen. 
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
